7 was alive without the 
Law once, Without it! when was he ſo, who all 
along had been bred up under it? Indeed, he was 
not at all without it in the Letter; but it did not 
| before come home, in its Spirit and Power, to ran- 
ſack his Conſcience, and to ſearch all the privy 
Corners of his Heart, And then he was alive, and 
thought himſelf in good Caſe enough ; but when it 
came. and pierced into his Soul with its purifying 
Energy, to catch hold of all his ſecreteſt Motions, 
Deſires, Purpoſes, Inclinations, and Thoughts, then 
he ſaw he was a loſt Man, by the Sentence of the 
Law, if he were not found in CansT, and helped 
by his Merit and Grace, to anſwer for all that he had 
miſdone, and to do all for the Future in an accepta- 
ble Manner, | 
Never be ſo vain, then, bankrupt ts as to 
think that thou (out of thy poor. Stock and 
Strength) canſt ſatisfy all the Precepts of ſuch a 
righteous, exact, and perfect Law, for when thou 
haſt done thy very utmoſt, thou wilt be ſtill exceed- 
ingly ſhort, and haſt extreme Need to Jook out 
further to ſhelter thy Unrighteouſneſs under that 
Righteouſneſs of thy Redeemer, which alone is 
compleat, and without any manner of Blemiſh. O, 
woe to the moſt laudable Liver, ſhould he be tried 
and doomed by this Law, naked, without the Ane 
of 2 . ! -

And ſo wretched a 
Caſe as this, is it not a Wonder that any Men in their 
Wits ſhould ever chuſe to be found in ? Yet ſuch a 
Blindneſs and Infatuation is upon all Men naturally, 
that they do not (will not) ſee the Miſery, but there 
lie ſhort of CHRIST JEsus; and inftead of taking 
Care to come out of that State, take Pains rather to 
defend themſelves in it. i e 

O chat you would open your Eyes, pg and 
ſee the Wrath of Gop hanging over you, and 
abiding upon you; until you get from under the 
Law and the Covenant of Works, .to come under 
Grace and the Covenant of Promiſe I for the Law 
worketh Mrath, Rom, iv. 15. It gives no Hope to 
any, but ſuch as come quite up to its Demands in 
eyery particular. You know not then what you do 
when you lie out of CHRIST, and there think to come 
off well enough by ſome Works of Honeſty, Sobriety, 
Church-going, and Praying ; which, alas, have no 
ſufficiency to abſolve the Guilty, and to give you a 
Title to the heavenly Glory. If you be not endued 
with that Righteouſneſs which is by the F aith of 
Cuxisr, you are. ſtill Children of Wrath, and 
under the. Curſe. And if eyer, you will be wiſe for 
your. Souls, and ſecure the Effects of your eternal 
Salyation, you muſt renounce all Confidence in the 
Fleſh, and in any the beſt Things that you can do 
for, yourſelves, and reſolve to truſt all that ever you 
have in this, only, Bottom of CuRIST's Righteguſe 
neſs; and delire 1,0 ſuch Recommendation, in the 
World,

| (1.) Not the Neceſſity; but think they can appear 
well enough before the Tribunal of Heaven in their 

own Names, becauſe they are ſo and ſo qualified 3 
and thank Gop they are not like fuch and ſuch:? 
No Swearers, nor Drunkards, nor Adulterers, nor : 
Sabbath-breakers, nor Thieves, nor Murderers, nor 
any notorious Sinners; but lead ſober and honeſt, 
yea, good and religious Lives: And upon this Foun- 
dation they lay all their Hopes of Salvation; when, 
alas, ſuch righteous Ones CHRIST did not come 
to call. So he ſays, Matt. ix. 12, they ſhall ſee 
more need of him, and be more ſick for him, before 
ever 
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ever they ſnall have him. As good as ever the boaſted 
Virtues are, they will, not be at all for their Good, 
whom they keep from the only Saviour, When 
they think they want even nothing, alas, they want 
the Main of all; they want a Mediator to intercede 
for their offending Perſons ; they want the Holy'One 
of GoD to purge their defiled Natures; they want an 
infinite Propitiation to atone for all their Sins; nay, 
they want a moſt powerful Advocate to recommend 
their poor imperfe& Services; and an Almighty 
SAVIOUR to bear the Iniquities af all their holy 
Things: And they want the Senſe of all theſe 
Wants, to ſee the extreme Need they have of-the 
 LonD'Jesvs to be their Righteouſneſs, and their 
Redeemer, | 
O, Sinners! there is no other Righteouſneſs that 
will ever juſtify you; there is no other Name given 
under Heaven to fave you; but if you fail of this, 
you loſe all; and being without CHRIST, you have 
no Hope, Ephe/. ii. 12. Look about you then in 
time, and ſcek to the all-ſufficient Helper, which 
God, in Mercy, has provided to help you. O let all 
go to make ſure of this one needful Good, which is 
more than the All of this World. Like the Merchant, 
ſeeking goodly Pearls, Matt. xiii. 46. who, when 
he had found one Pearl of great Price, went and ſold all 
that he had and bought it, O be contented to let go, 
not only deareſt Relations and Fruitions in the 
World, but even all Wiſdom and Goodneſs” in 
yourſelves. I mean not to let them go, as to the PS 
ſeſſion 
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ſeſſion and Practice of them, but as to any Truſt in 
them, or Dependance on them, (excluſive of CHRAIST's 
Righteouſneſs) rather beg Pardon than hope to be 
ſaved for them; and reſt all your Faith and Expec- 
tation upon. him that died for your Sins, and roſe 
again for your Juſtification, and who alone is able to 
effect that eternal Redemption for you, which could 
never elſe be wrought by any other Perſon or Merit 
in all the World. 

(2.) They are ignorant of the incomparable Excel- 
lence of this Righteouſneſs, that think of ſetting up 
their own ; when it is a Righteouſneſs which exceeds 


not only that of innocent Adam, but that of all the 


glorious Angels, becauſe it is the Righteouſneſs of 
Go; and not only the Righteouſneſs which Gon 
has appointed, but the Righteouſneſs which he, who 
is God, has fulfilled ; The Miniſtratian of which 
Righteauſneſs exceeds in Glory, 2 Cor. iii. 9. O where 
then is their Senſe that can admire the Righteouſneſs 
of a Creature, and not regard his Righteouſneſs, who 
is Gon, bleſſed for ever? Sure, to them that belzeve, 
be is more precious, 1 Pet. ii. 7. for Faith has an 
Eye to fee that Glory, which proud Reaſon ſets at 
nought. And though the Contempt ſhall once come 
to be their own, who now caſt their Contempt an the 


Lamb of Gop that takes away the Sins of the World, 


and ſet up ſomewhat elſe above him, and think ta 
come off, as well, or better, without him: Yet be 


that believeth on him ſhall nat be confounded, 1 Pet. ii. 6.

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No; for Confuſion ariſes from Diſappointment ; 


and it, will be their Portion who truſt to that, which, 
in the needful Time, will utterly fail them, Iſaiah 


I, 11. Behold. all ye that kindle a Fire, that 
compaſs yourſelves about with Sparks: Walk in the 
Light of your Fire, and in the Sparks which ye have 
kindled : This ſhall ye have of my Hand, ye ſhall lie 


dawn in Sorrow, All other Righteouſneſs, what is it, 


but like a little Blaze in a Wiſp of Straw, compared 


wich this glorious holding Light of the Sun of Righ- 


teouſneſs, which is moſt bright and indeſcribeable? 
And therefore our Apoſtle counted all Things (not 
excepting his own blameleſs Righteouſneſs of the 

Law) not only no better than filthy Rags, but even 
Loſs and Dung, if ſet in Competition with the 
Righteouſneſs of his SAviour; and for Juſtification 
he would make mention of this, and of this only. 
But he did. not.think at this rate before his Eyes 
were opened, and he was enlightened with the Reve- 


lation from above: No; before that he had as con- 


temptible an Opinion of CHRIST, and Faith in 


CunisT, as any of his virulent Blaſphemers among 
us now can have. And ſo it was ſpoken as a won- 


derful Effect of his happy Converſion, Gal. i. 23. 
He who perſecuted us in Times paſt, now preach the 
Faith which once he deflrayed. + 

And, O that the like may once be ſaid of all that | 
yet ſtand out from the Faith of CHRIST, and oppoſe 
their own Peace with Gop, which is built only upon 
heir. Juſtification by this Faith! For being juſtified 


* 
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by Faith, we have Peace with Gor through our Lord 
JesUs CHRIST, Rom. v. 1. O that they would 
come better to bethink themſelves, and conſult their 
own bleſſed Intereſt; as ever they hope for any ſaving 
Benefit by the Redeemer of the World, and learn te 
treat him more honourably, and at laſt bring them- 
ſelves to ſubmit'to the Righteouſneſs of Go ö; 
And O that all you who read theſe Lines, may be 
fo'kind-to your own Souls as to provide yourſelves of 
a Righteouſneſs, wherein you may appear and ſtand 


before Gop in your laſt Trial, with Boldneſs and 


Comfort! And one would think there ſhould not 
need much ado to perſuade any to take the Courſe of 
the Gracious God's own preſcribing, that is ſo viſi- 
bly advantageous to themſelves, When all the World 
ñ become guilty before him, Rom. iti. 19. And there 
is no pleading, Not guilty, nor any eſcape to be 
made by the Plea of legal Righteovineſ, ver. 20. 
But the Righteouſneſs of GoD, which is by Faith of 
JesUs CHRIST wnto all, and upon all them that believe: 
Yea, we are juftified freely by his Grace, through ti e 

Redemption that is in Ixsus CHRIST, ver. 22 and 24. 
O how worthy of all Acceptation is ſuch rich Grace 
and Mercy! and inſtead of ſhewing any Backwatd- 
neſs to ſubmit to it, O with what Gladneſs and 
Thankfulneſs ſhould every one receive it, and bleſs 


the Gop of all Grace for it! That when you are con- 


ſcious of your Sin and Wretchedneſs, and know how 
MN you have done, and that with all the beſt you can 
do ane w there is no making Amends for what is paſt? 
__ - i nor 
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nor getting in again with the offended Majeſty of Hea- 
ven, yet that to him who worketh nd, but believeth on 


bim that juſtifies the Ungodly, his Faith ſhould be counted 


for Righteouſneſs, Rom. iv. 5. This is a Favour to 


the poor Sinner, ſuch as might be thought, indeed, 


too great to be believed; but whenever offered, one 


would think it ſhould with both Hands moſt readily 
be received; and that there ſhould little Oratory be 
wanting, to pray Sinners, in CHR1sT's Stead, (upon 


ſuch ſweet and happy Terms) to be reconciled unto 


Gop. You are wiſer than to refuſe any Advantages 
of the World, when fo eaſily you may have them: 


O do not then imitate the Perverſeneſs of thoſe who 
reject the Tenders of Pardon and Life eternal; and 


will not accept all the moſt bleſied Benefits, to be 
enjoyed for ever in the World to come, when the 


FarhER of Mercies offers them freely, but upon 


believing in the Name of his Sox : and has aſſured 


| you, that your Faith ſhall be imputed to you for 


Righteouſneſs, as Abraham believed Gop, and that 
was counted to him for Righteouſneſs, Rom. iv. 3, 24. 
O leave not the Sa viouk any cauſe then to complain 
of you, as of thoſe, John v. 40. Ye will not came to 


me, that ye might have Life, But ſeeing all your 
Intereſt and Felicity treaſured up in him, devolve and 
caſt yourſelves upon him. And let the Loxp Jesvs 


be your only Hope, and look for all your Remiffion» 

and all your Salvation, at his Hands; not for any 

Thing that you have done yourſelves, but for the Sake 

of what he has done on your Account, And thus 
| will 


ſtanding in the Way of Salvation, that you are not 


| incumbent ſtill upon all. And no Believers are ex- 


criſy. Lea, I will render to Gop, as well as to

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will you do the. beſt Thing that ever you can do for 
your own dear Souls, and ſhew your good Under- 


ignorant of Gop's Righteouſneſs, but have been 
taught, and heard, and learned of the FATHER to 
come unto his CHRIST, John vi. 29. and are better 
inſtructed than to ſet up a Righteouſneſs of your 
own, wherein to place your Confidence, 


And ſo I paſs to the ſecond Obſervation, 
How abſurd is the Attempt .to engage in ſuch a 
Deſign; [going about to eflabliſh their own res” 


neſs. 


And what is that? Ts.it walking uprightly and 
working Righteouſneſs? Is it hungering and thirſting 
after an inherent, as well as an imputed Righteouſ- 


neſs? No; for this is an etergal, indiſpenſible Duty, 


empted from it, but rather more than any elſe obliged 
to it, even to live ſoberly, righteouſly, and godly, 
And (to allude to that of the Apoſtle, 2 Cor. v. 3.) 
being cloathed with CHRIST's Righteouſneſs, they 
muſt not be found. naked of their own, but reſolve 
with Job, Chap. xxvii. 6. My Righteouſneſs I hold 
faft, and will not let it go : My Heart ſhall not reproach 
me ſo long as I live. But I will render to all theic 
Dues, and be punctual in my Dealings with every 
one; for all Piety, without Honeſty, is but Hypo- 


— G 5 Man, 
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Man, the Things that are his; and, as far as I am 
able, ſeek and keep that comprehenſive Righteouſ- 
neſs which is the Conſtellation, of all Virtues and 
Graces, the univerſal Conformity to the Rule of 
Gop's holy Word, the Whole of my Duty; ſuch 
a Habit and Courſe of well-doing, as ſhall denomi- 
nate me an Iſraelite indeed, without any allowed 
Guile, or Iniquity regarded in my Heart. This I 
will ever take care of, and with all my Might en- 
deavour to make good. 

However contemptuouſly ſome can talk of moral 
8 they that would have a Religion 
without Morality, are further from the Kingdom of 
God than their deſpiſed moral Man. And whom the 
World finds unrighteous, they wil! (and may) be 
bold to conclude them ungodly ; becaufe Gop com- 
mands all Men to do juſtly, and love Mercy, as 
well as to walk bumbly with him. And a Religion 
confined to the ſirſt Table is quite contrary. to-that 
3 the Apoſtle, James i. 27. Pure Religion, and un- 
d:filed before (30D, and the F ATHER, is this, To viſit 
the Fatherleſs and Widows in their A iction; and 0 
keep himſelf unſpotted rom the World. 

Do be tben make void the Law through Faith? Rom. 

ili. 31. No ſuch Matter; we eſtabliſh it, and provide 
better for the fulfilling of it, by this Doctrine of Faith, 
than ever elſe it could be fulfilled. The Doctrine has 
no Tendency at all to Antinomianiſm, and carnal Li- 
berty; or to throw out Repentance, good Works, 


and Holineſs of Life, dener it may be aſperſed 3

# and - 
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and corrupt Men do often abuſe this, and indeed all 
the Grace of Gop, turning it to Licentiouſneſs: 
And though ſuch as are themſelves deſtitute of the 
ſpiritual Life, do not know how Righteouſneſs, im- 
puted, does work Obedience to GoDp, and all holy 
Living; and fo they traduce what themſelves never 


underſtood; yet, in all true Believers this Righteouſ- 


neſs, imputed, does, and ever will, produce the Fruits 


of Righteouſneſs inherent. And notwithſtanding 


Faith is alone, as to Juſtification, yet it is never 
alone as to the individual Conſequence ww a godly 
Converſation, | 

Indeed, St. Pau], when he ſeems to be charged for 
evacuating the Law by Faith, does not vindicate 


* kimſclf, by making Works and erbat Holineſs the 


main Things needful to ou 1Juſtification in the Sight 
of Gop; (as in the Way of ſome Teachers ſince, 
who think they have learnt to be more wary than he 
was) no, but he urges ſuch Goſpel-Motives to Holi- 
neſs, as are the moſt powerful with all Believers; ; 
who, after Faith received, will not be leſs holy, but 
more; becauſe then they have in them the forcible 
Spring of holy Works, which before they had not. 
Therefore the Apoſtle tells them, Rom. vi. 14. Sin 
Pall not have Dominion over you ; for ye are not under 
the Law, but under Grace. A Sort of Reaſoning 
which ſome of our Maſters of Reaſon would count 
very unreaſonable, 'if they heard any of us uſe it. 


What, ſay they, do you teach that Believers are not 


under the Law? And is not that as much as to ſay, 


MH< 4 they R 
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they are lawleſs; and they may even live as they liſt ? | 


For what ſhould hinder them? Where there is no 
Law there is no Tranſgreflion. And however they 
fly out, ſtill all is well; and who ſhall find Fault with 
them? And this is fine comfortable Doctrine to ſuch 
as love their Sins better than they do their Saviour, 

Thus the Unexperienced may think they have co- 
vered our Doctrine with Confuſion, and ſtruck it 
quite dead, But he that was better acquainted with 
the Workings of Gop's Grace, knew the contrary 
to what they would infer ; that the Law was never 
ſo deadly to kill Sin, and fo fruitful to produce Ho- 
lineſs, as the Grace of our Lord Jesus CHRIST. 
For by the Law is the Knowledge of Sin; not the 
Cure. No; it does but diſcover Sin, and irritate 
and provoke it, as a Dam caſt a-croſs the Stream makes 
it ſwell, and rage, and riſe the higher, till at laſt it 
gets up to burſt thorough, or break over the Bounds, 
It gives no Power at all to beat, down the Sin and 
Wickedneſs of which it ,convinces. Whereas the 
Grace of our LoRD is a vital Principle of Holineſs in 
the Heart; the Seed of Gop, that there ferments, 
and works to throw off Sin, and will never fuffer it 
to reign, however it {till dwells in the mortal Body. 
Therefore they that are under Grace, ſhall,not be un- 
cer the Power of Sin; and they are indeed Strangers 
to the Nature of Faith, and to the Genius of the 
new Creature, and to the conftraining Efficacy of 
the Grace of Gop, and the Love of CHRIST, who can 
take theſe for the Encouragements of Wigkedneſs» 


than 
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than Which there are not in the World more prexail- 
ing Reſtraints from it. And however (the hol m1 ara 
beiz;) the Sons of Unbelief can make nothing of theſe 
Inducements, yet no ſuch. irigenious and mighty Ar- 
guments, to gain upon the Children of Promiſe, to 
make them holy, as he that has called and e 
them, is holy. 

The eſtabliſhing of our own Righteouſneſs then, 
here under Cenſure, muſt never give any Check to 
our Endeavours, for the perfecting Holineſs in the 
Fear of GoD. No, every one that names the Name 
of CHRIST, muſt depart from Iniquity ; and ftrive 
Rill more and more to conform, as a putified Mem- 
ber, to the holy Head of that _ to which he 
belongs. 

And therefore ſome might 8 the Taſk which 
they give themſelves, to prove, with much Solemnity, 
(what Lknow no one who denies) that we ate ſtill oblig· 
ed by the moral Law, as our Rule of Life. Though 
ſure they do not mean, that we are Debtors. to keep 
the whole Law, Gal. v. 3. ſo as to work: our Juftis 
fication out of it. For then, to what end ferves the 
Faith of CHRIST, if ſtill we be under the Laſh, as 
Slaves, to obey perfectly, or periſh everlaſtingly ? 
Why, Bellarmine will tell us, That the Goſpel is 
the Grace of the SPIRIT, given in the New Teſta- 
ment, making us able to fulfil the Law. And fo far 
he ſays true, that all Grace is thus given us; but 
yet not given us to this end, that we ſhould fulfil the 


Law, ſo as to be thereby juſtified, For we have the 


Grace 
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Grace only to fulfil it in Sincerity, but not no Perfee- 
tion, and yet if it be not to ny it cannot' bs 


r ee t 


And ſhould any . How it can bs to Salva- 
tion if not to Juſtification ? Becauſe: we cannot be 
glorified, till we are juſtified. And that which will 
ſerve the Turn to ſave us, why ſhould it not be 
thought available to juſtify us? I anſwer, the Way 
of Juſtification and of Salvation is not the very 
ſame in every particular; but the Goſpel :ſhews us a 
different Method to effect the one and the other, and 
more to be done for this, than for that. For Gop 
is ſaid to juſtify the Ungodly; but it is denied that 
he will ſave any, till they are made holy. Obedi- 
ence is the Condition of the New Covenant needful 


to Salvation; to make thoſe who are already Heirs, 


meet for their heavenly Inheritance, i. e. not to give 
them a Right to it, but fitting Diſpoſitions for it. 
But then Juſtification cannot alike depend on any 
Works or Obedience, becauſe it is before them; and 
till a Man is juſtified he can do nothing that is of 


Paith, nor good and pleaſing to Gop. So that 


the Obedience io Righteouſne/s, mentioned Rom. 


vi. 16. I think, cannot be meant of a Righ- 


teouſneſs to Juſtification; but only of that Righte- 
ouſneſs which makes us holy in our Converſation, 
Vnleſs we take it for the Obedience of Faith, Rom. 
Xvi. 26, which will indeed avail to Juſtification of 
Life. For it is to him who worketh not, that "bis 
Faith is counted for. Rightequſneſs, Rom, iv. 5. And

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2 if he worketh not, i. e. no Works can juſtify him; 
26 but all his good Works are purely the Effects of God's 

| Grace and Juſtification : How vain is it then to plead 

for any Righteouſneſs of Works? Indeed, we can 

never be juſtified by them, though we muſt never 
look to be ſaved without-them, 

Therefore, (in the poſitive Part now) to eſtabliſh: 
our own Righteouſneſs, is to build and depend upon 
it for cur Juſtification in the Sight of God, and our 
Acquittance and Abſolution from the Law's Charge 
and Accuſation ; to abide by it, as our Plea, where- 
withal to anſwer for ourſelves in Judgment; to ſtand 
to it in our laſt Trial at the Tribunal of Heaven. 
And the Defence that we think then to make, why 
Sentence of Condemnation ſhould not be pronounced 
upon us, becauſe we have carried fo fair, and done 
all Things ſo well, therefore we not only hope to eſ- 
cape the Puniſhment, but we lay claim to the Re- 
werd not for CRRIST's Sake, but for our Works 
Sake; not becauſe he has ſatisfied and merited for 
us, but becauſe we are ſo fit and worthy ourſelves: 

This I take to be, the eſtabliſhing of our own 
m. Righteouſneſs. But are there any ſo extravagant and 
gh- I ſenſeleſs, as thus to erect all the Fabrick of their Sal- 
te - vation upon ſuch a rotten Foundation?

but in the Juſtification of our Faith in the Sight of the 
World, and at the Bar of our own Conſciences, where 
(it is true) Works muſt come in to make good our 
Pretenſions to the holy SAviouk of the World. For 
though Faith juſtiſies us, yet Works declare us to 
have that Faith; and though Faith is the Seal of our 
Juſtification, yet Works are the Seal of our Faith; and 
Faith does the Buſineſs, but Works prove it to be done. 

And I cannot agree with thoſe, who, to invalidate 
the Credit of St. Paul, bring him in ſpeaking more 
darkly, and not. (0 well adviſed; and would have 
St, James to come after, as his Interpreter, to help 
him out; who, no doubt, was very well able to ex- 
plain himſelf, and rightly to manage and apply his 
own. Doctrine, which he inſiſts upon ſo ftatedly 
and largely, when St. James does but touch it col> 
laterally, and ſparingly. And if we muſt queſtion - 
the Authority of either, it ſhould be rather of the 
laſt named, becauſe his Epiſtle has been ſometimes 
called in Doubt, and the other's never was. But I 
would not offer to queſtion either as not authentick; 
nor have we any need to go that way to work, when 
they are ſo eaſily reconciled, and all the Claſhing is

Abraham obeying Gov, 
an that difficult Service of offering up his only Son, 
did make appear what was ſpoken of him in that 
Scripture; and gave the Evidence and Verification 
of it, that his Faith was imputed to him for Juſti- 
- Heation ; though that Juſtification was, indeed, 

many Years before he made this attempt to ſ:crifice 
Ifaac, and long before Ifaac was born, And if Abra: 
ham was juſtified before he wrought the Works, then 
he could not be juſtified by the Works, unleſs it be 
in ſome other Senſe of Juftification, - Whence it ap- 
pears, that St. James ſpeaks of the deelarative Juſti- 
ficaxion. And ſo it is obſervable, how he makes his 
Demand; (Justine) make appear, demo:iſtrat and 
| ſhew me thy Faith, ver. 18. Let me ſee ſuch Signs 
of it, that, in the Judgment of Charity, (though 
not of Ianfallibility) I may conelude upon it, and ſo 
pronounce, as the LoD did in the Cafe of Abraham, 
Gen: xxii. 12. Now I know that thou” feareft God: 
Though, before, the thing was not latent to me, 
yet now thou haſt given a} Proof and Manifeſtation 
of it; that thou-haft*not only a Form of Godlineſs, 
but the Power. And thus thy Faith is made perfect, 
i. e. ſhewed to be ſo; as good Fruits do not make, 
1 but 
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but they manifeſt, the Free to be good. Aud thus

made perfect in Weakneſs. -' For how can our Weak- 
neſs add to Gop's Almightineſs, but only illuſtrates 
and glorify it the more? 

I do inſiſt the longer here upon this, becauſe 
many ſeem ſo averſe to take any Notice of it; but 
ſtill run on to diſprove the Word of Gon, in proving, 
that we are juſtified. before him by our Works. For 
to ſet them up as the great Plea on which we mean 
o hang all, when called to our laſt. Accounts, is not 
only to confute both theſe Apoſtles, but to confront 
the whole Doctrine of the Goſpel; and very abhor- 
rent from the Senſe of all true Believers in the World, 
even the very beſt of them; ſuch as Job, who, 
though he maintained his Integrity againſt thoſe that 
calumniated and abuſed him, yet before 'the-Lorp 
he cried, How fbould M n be juſt with Gop ? If be 
will contend with him, he cannot anſwer bim one of 'a 
Thouſand,ichap. ix. 2, 3. And ver. 30, 32, VI waſh 
my/elf with Snow Mater, and make my Hands never fo 
clean, yet ſhalt thou lunge me in the Ditch, and my 
nun Cloaths fhall abhor me. For he-is not a Man as T 
am, that I ſhould anſwer him, and we ſhould come toge- 
ther in Judgment. Chap. xl. 4, 5. Behold, I am 
vile, what ſhall I anſwer thee ? I will lay ny Hand 
upon my Mouth. Once have I ſpoken, but I will not 
anſwer : Tea, twice, but I, will proceed no further 
And Chap. xlii. 5, 6. 1 have heard of thee by the 
1 the Ear; but now mine Eye ſeeth thee: 
TP Wherefore 
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Wherefore I abhor myſelf, and repent in in Duſt and Ajhes, 
So David, Pſalm exliii. 11. Enter not into Judgment 
with thy Servant, O Lok, for in thy Sight ſhall no 
Man living be juſtified. And Pſalm cxxx. 3. If 
thou, LoRD, ſhouldeft mark Iniguities, O LorD, who 
fhallftaid ? And Daniel, Chap. ix. 7, 18. O Lon, 
Righteouſneſs belongs to thee, but to us Confuſion of Faces, 


ouſneſſes, but for thy great Mercies. And our Apoſtle, 
(if ſome do not think he loft his good Senſe, with his 
good Conſcience, upon his Converſion) 1 Cor. iv. 4, 
I know nothing by myſelf, yet am J not hereby juſtified, 
And Phil. iii, 9. I would be found in CHRIST, not 
having my-own: Righteouſneſi. And even where he 
ſeems to be in a boaſting Humour, 1 Cor. xv. 10. 
Ilabonred more abundantly than they all; he preſently 
corrects himſelf, Yet not I, but the Grace of Gon 
which was with me. And his fighting a good Fight, 
finiſhing bis Courſe, and keeping the Faith, 2 Tim. 
4, 7. what is it, but ſtill a magnifying of the ſame 
Grace diſcovered upon him, and working ſuch 
ſweet and happy Effects in him, to prepare him, as 
an Heir, for the heavenly Inheritance? (And ſo, in- 
deed, as good Works and holy Qualifications are 
ſome Rays of the divine Countenance, ſhining on 
our Souls, yea, as they are ſome of the Features of 
God's own Holineſs, rendering us amiable to him, 
we may take Pleaſure and Encouragement in them.)

Remember now, O LoRD, I beſeech thee, 
haw I have walked before thee in Truth, and with a 
perfett Heart, and have done that which is goad in thy 
Sight ;, we are not to underſtand! it of the Juſtifica- 
tion of their Perſons in general, but of ſome Cauſe, 
or Actions, or Conduct, in particular; and that but 
in compariſon of their wicked Enemies, between 
whom and themſelves they appeal unto Gop, as the 
Judge ; though they cannot bear to have any thing 
that they do tried inthe Strictneſs of his Judgment. 
do the zealous Fact of Phineas was counted to him 
for Righteouſneſs, Plalm cvi. 31. And Rahab was 
juſtified, when ſhe had received and concealed the 
Meſlengers of GoD, James ii. 25. Not that the 
Deed” (though never fo brave) could of itfelf juſtify 
uch an ill Woman; but it ſhewed, that Gon had 
ä wiought 
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wrought a Work of Faith and Grace in her, or elſe 
ſhe. could never have done it; for ſne ventured her 
Life in it, and ſo preferred the Glory of Gop, and 
the Love of the Brethren, before her own Liſe and 
Safety, So Nehem]j g prayed to be remembered of 


God, for ſome good Service that he had done; though, 


at the ſame Time (as to his Perſon and pis whole 
Life) he prayed, Spare me according to the Greatneſs of 
thy Mercy, Chap. xiii.

But we may ſtand amazed at it, and. (wich; our 
Apoſtle, Gal. iii. 1.) aſk, bo has bewitched them ? 
That any ſhould fall from the Grace of the Goſpel, 
ſo as to viliſy CHRISTH JEsVUs, and magnify their own 
Works, This only would I learn of you, (ſays he, ver. 
2.) Received ye the SPIRIT by the Works of the Lato, 
or by the Hearing of Faith ? Are you more beholden 
to your own Works, or to the Faith of CHRIST, 
that ſtill you deſire to be under the Law, Chap. iv.

A ftrange Deſire | that Men ſhould long to put their 
Necks again under the intolerable Yoke, and ſeem to 
be proud of the old Chains!

living ſhall, ever be juſtified by ! that they ſhould ſtilł 
deſpiſe, that gracious Covenant of Gop- in CHRIST, 
and hanker after the Law as a Covenant of Works! 
And where they capnot come up to the Law, yet 
(ſtill to make it ſerve the Turn for their Juſtification}

But be they never ſo many, 
and never ſo zealous, the Apoſtle did not matter their 
Numbers, nor their Zeal, which he ſays, was not 
according to Knowledge, Rom. x. 2. But he roundly 
concludes, Rom. iii. 28. That 4 Man is juſtified by 
Faith without the Deeds of the Law. I hoſe Deeds 
(according to him) have no Efficiency in the Juſti- 
cation of a Sinner before the Gob of Heaven, 
And ſo faith our Church, | (Serm. of Salvat.) I“ No 
Man can by his own, Acts, Works, and Deeds, 
** (ſeem they never ſo good) be juſtified, and made 
righteous before Gop. But every Man, of Ne- 
ceſlity, is conſtiained®to ſeek another Righteouſ- 
neſs, or Juſtification, to be received at Gop's 
on Hands.” ]. Aod what is that but the Righ- 
coulneſs of CHRIST. imputed ? for it is in him, that 
auf ; Gop

from the Malediction of the Law, for the Satisfac- 
tion made by his Son: That Satis faction made by 
his Death, which, therefore, in this Buſineſs, is 
chiefly reſpected by our Faith.

O miſerable Congforters ! that would FRINGE us out 
of this Reſort!

Stay for a poor ſinful Soul to take hold of, if ever 


that Soul would have Peace and be at reſt. Gop

For what is Faith in his Blood, 
but a depending upon the meritorious Effuſion of that 
precious Blood, for the gratuitous Remiſſion of our 
Sins? And if Gop impute Righteouſneſs without 
Works, Rom. iv. 6. then we may indeed rejoice and 


triumph in the bleſſed Effects of his Grace, already 


wrought in us, which is the true ingenuous Spirit of 
the Goſpel, oppoſite to that ſervile Spirit,. which 
| ſame are at ſo much Pains to bring Believers under. 


And when Gop in Mercy (with regard to our 


Neceſſity, and for the Relief of our Impotency) hath 


given out the ſubſidiary Command, provided for our 
lapſed State, that we ſhould believe on the Name of 
his Sox, (and ſo believe unto Righteouſneſs, and to 
Salvation) how do they ſlight their Souls, as well 
as their Peace, and throw away their Salvation, to- 
gether with. their Conſolation, that make light of 
the only Mediator, and diſpute and cavil themſelves 
out of their Faith; and make but a Jeſt of believing 
in CHRIST, to the ſaving of the Soul! O what 
Madneſs, to reject the only ſure Hold in the World, 

and ſtand off from the only ſafe Refuge, * 8
